For the Lavv protects the 
King , aſwell as the King the Lawes : and if 
Lawves did not ſubfidiate Princes, Kingdoms 
would totter as foundationlefle : nay they are 

-indeed, the very ſubſiſtence of Kings. 
' * Let it be ſuppoſed, though not granted, 
'that no one particular make it Treaſon, may 
not many and ſtccefſive Acts amouat it to 
that height > One graine of poylon is not 
mortall, but many together are. Exportati-

nour hath power in the buſinefle of the Sub- 
jc, to make the ſivay arbitrary, where Law 
is poſitive, I know not but hce may doc rhe 
ſ:me in the bufineſle of rhe Soveraigne ; ſo it 
may come to pull rhe Sovcraignty from the 
Prince, and place it on his ſubſtitute, and 
whetherthis be ! reaſon or no,[T Jeave to your 
Lordth ips conſideration. 

'Tis true, de non opparengibus, & non exiften- 
tibus, eademeſt Ratio, But my Lords, to make 
this Treaſon, is not unapparent: a partall 
eyewill not find it, but he that lonokes, Intuitu 
ſerio, may {ce even the Triple Gerion of Trea- 
ſan in jt, for it cannot be but there is Leſa 
Regpub, Lex Aaieſtas, the Common-wealth is 
oppreſſed, the Lawes are ſuppreſt, the Prince 
js {candald in a&, and ſubjeed by conſe- 
quenceto his Denious determinations * and 
therefore I ſhall without admiration tell you 
where this fire hath layen thoſe hundred of 

cares he ſpeaketh ef, even (my Lords) in the 
Coder behaviour of other Miniſters of 
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Stite, who have -not beene injurious agarnft 
the Lawes , and there ſtil] had it becne buricd, 
if his owne nefarious ations had not un-em- 
bred ir, and fuc{'d it a new. 

Nor can your Sentence be before promul- 
gation, ſince even your renowned Progeni- 
tors have alre:dy declared it Treaſon; though 
not by ap:rticular Statute in termes : yet by a 
demonſtrative pra&tice , which if his Lord- 
ſhip would not have beere willingly blind, 
had beene Buoy cnough to keepe ham from 
that Anchorof us all , which now muſt either 
hurt itſelfe, or clſe ſplit him, the Parliament 
whoſe Courſes left upon Record cannot be

My Lords under favour , your providence 
may be ſhort, ifit reach but to burning of 

Bookes : a fire of dead leaves will be too 
weake a fucll for a warning Beacon : 4 livi 
Author made exemplary will aftord a Taller 
flame, and tf there were no other Law , that 
of Retaliation could not bur be juſt ; an Ar- 
bitrary ſentence, were but plowing with his 
owne Heyfer , Who ſtriving to ſeclude the 
Lyves , would inferre a kind of legall Tyran- 
ny , from a breſt that is a Libertine. And 
therefore your Lordſhips, perſivade my ſelfe, 
willthinke it mightily fit, to caſt this /onas 
over board , who has occaſioned all theſe 
ſtormes, indangered allthe ſacred ſhip of Go- 
vernment , and by flying the plaine ſpeaking 
Law,has dard by his /mpcrious Vote,to out- 
g9E even all the bold attemps of Anceſtry.
